Be it enacted by the Législature of the Stale of Minnesota:

Skcrion 1. That section one hundred and forty-three,
title nine, chapter sixty-six, of the gcneral statutes, be
amended to read as follows:

Sec. 143. Whenever any real estate has been at-
tached by virtue of any writ of attachment, such real es-

thereon from the time that a certified copy of the attach-
ment, with the description of the real estate, has been de-
livered for record in the office of the register of deeds in -
the county where the same is situated, and not otherwise.

Each register of deeds shall note the day, hour and mia-
ute when he receives such certified copy and shall recrod

and index the same in the books kept for the recording and

indexing. of mortgages. Such real estate may be dis-
charged and released of record from such attachment in

the following manner, to wit:

First——By filing for record in the office of the register
of deeds of the county wherein such real estate is situated .
a certified copy of the order discharging or vacating
said attachment. _

Second—By filing for record with such register of deeds,
satisfaction of judgment rendered in such action.

Third—by judgment being rendered in the action in fa-
vor of the defendant against whom the attachment is issued,
upon filing for record in the office of said register of deeds
a transcript of such judgment.

Fourth—By filing for record in the office of such regis-
ter of deeds a satisfaction apd discharge of such attach-
ment executed by the plaintiff in said action in the same
manner as is required by law for the execution of convey-
